Los Angeles, Dec. G.—A. treasure 


train on the Santa Ko road, said to 
contain more than $1100.000. was held 
up and robl-.'d in the .Mojave desert 
Monday by a negro bandit. Express 
Messenger Evan O. Roberts was shot 
and fatelly wounded. 
How 
much 


booty the robber got Is uncertain. Tho 
railroad and express officials Hay their 
loss is not over $400. but It Is possible 
that all the valuable contents of the* 
express car were taken. 


Tbe treasure consisted of u largo 


shipment of United States pension 
money, besides envelopes containing 
money and checks which were on 
their way to the general offices of tho 
railroad from station agents along the 
line—remittances of balances on bund 
on the first of the month, which arc 
usually large at this time. 


Extra Precaution Is Taken. 


It Is known that the express officials 


were greatly exeiclsed over the pos- 
sibility of a robbery nnd had placed 
a substitute messenger on board tho 
car with instructions to guard It with 
the greatest secrecy. 


The hold-up took place somewhere 


between Needles and Daggett, but 
was not discovered until the train 
reached the latter town. Conductor 
Hawcs then opened the door of tho 
express car and 
found .Messenger 


Roberts lying on the floor in a semi- 
conscious condition, ami some of tho 
contents ol the ritied safe scattered 
about the* car. 


Roberts was so seriously wounded 


that he was un&ble to give a full 
story of the robbery. Ho said he had 
discovered someone on tho blind bag- 
gage sfib'rtly after " the""train' 
left

Messenger Fatally Shot. 


Before the messenger could draw 


his revolver the bandit opened lire, 
wounding Roberts mortally, tho bul- 
lets struck Robert s In the left breast, 
passing through his body. 
Roberts 


fell to the lloor, and the robber Im- 
mediately went to the open way safe 
and took what he wanted of the con- 
tents. He then opened the door and 
jumped out, while the train was run- 
ning at high speed. 
Roberts was un- 


able to make an outcry. 


The bolt on the door at tho end of 


the express car was broken, showing 
that tho robber had used force In gain- 
ing entrance. The Interior of tho car 
indicated 
that 
the 
mcssuger had 


made a game resistance and grappled 
with the robber before being over- 
powered and finally shot. 


May Have Pension Money.' 


The shipment of 
pension money 


would have been In tho main safe. U 
Is suspected that this safe was en- 
tered, as tho robber rilled the pockets 
of the messenger as ho lay on tho 
floor of the car and took away his 
keys to tho two sates. Supt. Prldhani 
of Wells-Forgo company said that tho 
amount taken from the express car 
was only a few hundred dollars. He 
would not say that tho United States 
pension money was not In the car. 


The bandit is believed to be one of 


a number of negro tramps who have 
been around Oaggett since the con- 
struction work of the Salt hake road 
reached that place.

FEDERAL COURTS BEGUN 


Attorney General Moody Urges the Law to 


Extend Power of the 


Judges.

Washington, Dec. 0.—An appeal Tor 


added strength for the federal law I.! 
ashed by Attorney General W. H. 
Moody In his annual repot t to con- 
gress. He recommends the enactment 
of a law providing In uuhptanro that 
where an Indictment Is duly returned 
In a court of the United States tho 
judge may issue a warrant for the ar- 
rest of the defendants wherever they 
may ho found within the territory of 
tho United States. 


The attorney general explains that 


much embarrassment In tho adminis- 
tration of the law has arisen from the 
Inability of the United Stater, to bring 
nn offender to the place and the court 
where, by the constitution and laws, 
the accusation against him must bo 
tried. 


FUws In the System. 


By the constitution the trial of all 


crimes must be held In "the state and 
district wherein they shall have been 
committed." 
It frequently happens 


that persons accused are r.ot found 
•within the limits of the dfatilct where 
ilie offenses alleged against them can 
legally 
l>« tried. 
The frequency of 


such abronce Increases with the grav- 
ity of the accusation, and where It 
consist In a conspiracy, almost Invari- 
ably one nr more of the alleged of- 
fenders are outside the jurisdiction of 
tho district., 


Tho possibility ol delays and do- 


TPSIS of justice which the present 
syslenj afToriiH. the attorn*-. ge- v '1 


occlaros. renders the • power or tno 
United States ridiculous and brings 
contempt upon the administration o; 
the law. In support of Ma views Mr 
Moody cites a number of cases under 
the present law In which Justice has 
been defeated or greatly delayed and 
IUTKO expense unnecessarily Incurred 
by tho government.

CITY OF ITALY. 


Even In Its Desolation Many Are the 


Attractions 
It Holds Out to the 


Traveler—Bridges Over Gap In the 
Heart of the Christian World.

Tho lovely cities of It.'.!/ which 


cling to the hillsides as Siena docs, or 
spread over the plain as Florence has 
done, have, as a rule, n cheerful ap- 
pearance. Even ruined cities are not 
always silent, and but seldom gloomy 
or dull. The noisiest city of Italy, In 
a certain sense. Is Pompeii, which 
speaks from Its walls with a thou- 
sand voices, telling Its story as It may 
o\er and over again. Even the ruined 
and abandoned little city of Xinfa, on 
the fringe of the Pontlnc marshes, 
has an eloquence In Its walls and a 
profile poetry In its Innnnicnude (low- 
ers. 


The loneliest and saddest-looking 


of all the cities of Italy with which 
I am acquainted, during a lengthy ex- 
perience. Is Uavenna, situated amidst 
the marshes on the shore of the Adri- 
atic sea. 
One of the numerous writ- 


ers who have recently undertaken to 
make Ravenna known to the oiiU'lelo 
•world considers that her high for- 
tune was owing to her submerged ter- 
ritory, when the rest of Italy v/ns 
swamped beneath tho waves of bar- 
barian Invasion: and that tho pes- 
tilence which walked the streets and 
camo from her unhealthy surround- 
ings guarded her from molestation. 


The terrible sadness of Havenna Is 


not conducive to n lengthened stay 
here; and most people leave It after 
a couple of days, but the attractions 
that the city holds out to the ordina- 
rily well-read traveler arejiot only nu- 
merous, but 
peculiarly Interesting. 


Here, as you study what this city has 
preserved In tho many centuries of 
Us comparatively peaceful existence— 
lor It seems to have been spared tho 
invasions that rendered other cities 
desolate—yon come cln-ie to the origin 
of tho vast bulk of onr modern art. 
When tho special 
Christian art of 


Rome, which began and developed in 
the Catacombs, was brought to a 
sudden cessation by the Invasion of 
tho Eternal City In the beginning of 
the fifth century, the tale was taken 
up In Ravenna. No memorials of this 
period, to any appreciable extent, arc 
to he met elsewhere. 
What would 


otherwise be a gap In the art of the 
Christian world, from the llfth to the 
«ghth century. Is' furnished by the 
chnrche's of this lone city by the 
marshes of the Adriatic.

and Ravenna were like can be seen In 
the mosaics that adorn the walls o!

I und- 
erstand It would cost nftcen hundred 
dollars to place It In operation as a 
starter— fifteen hundred dollars judic- 
iously expended. 
When they estab- 


lished the lire call box system In 188!) 
It cost SS.ooo and today we have an 
$lS.lll>0 system and we have not felt 
the strain. Take a fifteen hundred 
•lollar system and Install It. 
Make 


the officers travel a beat; be at cer- 
tain places at certain times.

IH no need for a large number of box- 
en. A few would do the work.. Mr. 
Policeman opens the box. pulls down 
the lever, and at the city hall comes 
the register: "Officer Blank at the

ARE SEEKING AID 


FOR STRIKERS 


IN FALL RIVER 


Edward Mills and Richard Barrett In 


City in Interest of Textile 


Workers. 


Edward Mills and Richard Barrett, 


both of Fall River, Massachusetts, are 
In the city In the Interests of the tex- 
tile workers of the Fall River mills, 
who are now on a strike against a 
reduction of wages and Increase In 
the amount of work. The two men 
are sent out -by the United Textile 
Workers of America and tho Ameri- 
can Federation of l*abor. 
They ap- 


pear at tho different local union meet- 
ings and state the case of the strik- 
ers, for which they, are paid u dollar 
nnil forty cents a day. From 
this 


amount they have to pay all expenses 
and claim thus far that It has proven 
a difficult task to all who have at 
tempted It. They receive no money 
for the strikers: but with each union 
secretary they leave a card bearing 
the name of James Whltehead, gen- 
eral treasurer of the textile workers, 
to whom checks are to be made pay- 
able and the same of Albert Hlbbard, 
general secretary, to whom donations 
are to be sent. Mr. Barrett and Mr. 
Mills have but recently 
commenced 


this work and tho first place assign- 
ed them was Madison, from which 
place they came here. They will ap- 
pear before several of the unions hero 
on tho nights of Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday and soon after go to 
Belolt. The Misses Bridget O'Mulloy 
and Barrett, sister of Richard Barrett, 
will arrive In Janesvtllo Friday 
to 


complete the canvass of the local un- 
ions. 
These young ladles are both 


employes of the Fall River mills and 
have for some time been doing this 
work, having covered the state 
of 


Massachusetts and the cities of Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee. The money that 
Is donated Is sent to the local union 
of Fall River and with it provisions 
are purchased and distributed to the 
strikers from fourteen stores, two of 
which are in each of the eight wards 
of Fall River. There are twenty-five 
thousand 
employes—women 
and 


men—on strike now, of which only 
eight thousand of these arc members 
of tho Textile Workers' union. The 
provisions are distributed to union 
and non-union strikers alike, say the 
representatives here.

WAR-TIME SPORT IN RUSSIA 


Country Gentlemen Hold Fox Hunts 


on Their Estates Near 


Moscow. 


' "Although the calling out of the re- 
servea had made some reductions In 
the Btalt of household and farm scrv 
auta on the estate that 1 visited last 
August In Uussla," said a young New 
Yorker on his return from abroad, ac 
cording to the New York Sun. "1 met 
•with the same hospitality and found 
every other condition about the same 
as when I was there the year before, 
when a war with Japan was the last 
thing expected. • 


"The estate was some 
200 miles 


from Moscow and the life seemed to 
me much like wl*u It must have been 
In the south before the rebellion, the 
country houses being maintained on a 
large and seml-arlstocradc scale, and 
lying about 15 or '20 miles apart In the 
center of great expanses of tilled land. 
My object was to get some hunting In 
tl/e Russian style and I had plenty of 
novel and exciting sport. 


"It was something In the order of 


English fox hunting, for the sports 
men are mounted and the quarry Is 
run down by dogs, the guns not being 
lu use at all. There was pler.iy of 
hurd riding that tested the Jumping 
abilities of the horses, but no regular 
fences as In Englifnd. 
\Ve hunted 


foxes and hares, for the greatest sport 
of the Russian 
country 
gentleman, 


wolf hunting, may only be had In tho 
cold months. 


"The hunting was on broad stretches 


of grass land, resembling the western 
prairies with here and there a patch 
of woods as coverts. . Three or four 
made up each hunting party and wi» 
would take places at Intervals apart 
about the covert. 


"A mounted'keeper stayed with each 


sportsman, holding three wolf hounds 
on a leash. 
Other keepers on foot 


with a pack of 
fox 
hounds, 
wonl 


through ihc woods to drive out the 
game. 
, 


"Wolf hounito hunt only b> sight 


and the fun would .begin when a fox 
or a hare broke from the covert 
to 


mnUe a dash across the prairie to the 
next woods, perhaps two 
or 
three 


miles •iff. 
Tho wolf hounds 
would 


ratch sl^ht of the quarry and strain 
at the leash, but the keeper woulc 
hold them until the flying animal got a 
rood start. 


"Then If the game should be hidden 


In tho grass, the wolf hounds wouU 
zigzag like Hashes of lightning untl 
they set eyes on It, when a desperate 
rare would ensue, with the fox or hare 
doubling when hard pressed and the 
hounds darting along In gigantic leaps 
with the speed of racing automobiles. 
The prettiest sight Imaginable Is to 
see a huge wolf hound, 
when 
first 


slipped, spring up In the air far hljjh- 
or than horse and flder. to get a line 
on the game. 


"Poised In the air, they suggest big 


flying squirrels, and they mount and 
descend as lightly. Although In the 
air for only an Instant, they have such 
keen eyesight that tho flitting and 
dusky foxes or hares arc at once picked 
out. and. giving tongue 
with 
bcll- 


Ilkc barks, the team of hounds Is off 
in chase. 


"Once run down, the rider pelting 


after the hounds sometimes for 
20 


minutes or half an ho;ir. one snap of 
the Jaws ends the life of fox or hare. 
Tim wolf hounds do not mangle or 
bother with tho dead pame and are 
j=oon again on the leash, ready for an- 
other dash. The wolf hound will run 
down a western otyote, so It can he

will Interest .lanesvllle hunters: 


"The Inadequacy of our present sys- 


tem of protection of game was forci- 
bly brought to mr attention on my 
recent hunting trip, and one of the 
host things I shall attempt to do will 
be to effect a change In the system. 
Wo are now spending about $!l(t,00(l 
a year for this purpose and I am not 
objecting to this expenditure. 
It Is 


worth It, and even more. If the de- 
sired result can lie accomplished. Hut 
the present system does not protect 
the game, and there Is no use of pay- 
ing out this large amount of money 
and seeing the game destroyed com- 
pletely In the state. 


"The fault with the present system 


Is Its Ir.ck of organization and disci- 
pline. 
The game wardens are scat- 


tered about the slate. In districts re- 
mote from headquarters, and are be- 
Ing changed about constantly. There 
s no way of keeping tab on their 
work except by the bare record of ar- 
rests which is not. a fair standard of 
i.-lllclency.

When we come to deal with preat 


corporations tin; need for the govern 
ment to act directly Is far greater than 
In the case of labor, because great cor- 
porations cnn become mich only by on 
gaging In Interstate* commerce, and In 
terstute commerce Is peculiarly the 
field of the general government. It Is 
an absurdity to expect to eliminate the 
. abuses In great corporations by state 
action. It Is dlincult to be patient with 
an argument that such matter* should 
be left to the states, because more than 


• one state pursues the policy of creat- 
ing on easy terms corporations which 
are never operated within that state 
at nil. but In other states whoso laws 
they Ignore. The national government 
alone can deal adequately with theso 
greet corporations. 
To try to deal 


•with them In an Intemperate, dcstruc 
tlve or demagogic spirit would In all 
probability mean that nothing what- 
ever would be accomplished, and with 
absolute certainty that If anything 
•were accomplished It would be of a 
harmful nature. The American peo- 
ple need to continue to show the very 
qualities that they have shown—that la, 
moderation, good sense, tlio earnest 
<tadre to avoid doing any damage and 
yet the quiet determination to proceed, 
Btep by step, without halt and without 
hurry. In eliminating or at least In 
minimizing whatever of mischief or of 
.evil there Is to Interstate commerce 
In the conduct of great corporations. 
They are acting in no spirit of hostility 
to wealth, cither Individual or cor- 
porate. They are not against the rich 
man any more than against the poor 
man. On the contrary, they are friend- 
ly alike toward rich man and toward 
poor man,' provided only that each nets 
In a spirit of Justice and decency to- 
ward his fellows. Great corporations 
•re necessary, and only men of great 
and singular mental power can man- 
age such corporation!* successfully, 
and such men must hovo great re- 
wards. But these corporations should 
be managed with dtic regard to the 
Interest of the public as a whole. 
Where this can be done under the pres- 
ent laws It must be done. 
Where 


these laws come short others nhouXl 
toe enacted to supplement them. 


Bnr*nn of Corporation*. 


The bureau of corporations has made 


careful preliminary Investigation of 
many Important corporations. It will 
make a special report on the beef In- 
dustry. 


The policy of the bureau Is to ac- 


complish the purposes of Its creation 
by co-operation, not antagonism; by 
making constructive legislation, not 
destructive prosecution, the Inuncdlatu 
object of Its Inquiries; by conservative 
Investigation of law and fact and by 
refusal to Issue Incomplete and h?ncc 
necessarily.Inaccurate reports. Its pol- 
icy being thus ono of open Inquiry Into 
and not attack upon business, the bu- 
reau has been able to gain not only the 
confidence, but, better still, the co-op- 
eration, of men engaged In legitimate 
business. 


The bureau offers to the congress 
tte means of getting at the cost of pro- 
duction of our various great staples of 
commerce. 


Of necessity the careful Investigation 


of special corporations will afford the 
commissioner knowledge of certain 
business facto, the publication of which 
might be an improper Infringement of 
private rights. The. method of making 
public the results of theso Investiga- 
tions affords, under the law, a means 
for the protection of private rights. 
The congress will have all facts except 
such as would glvu to another cor- 
poration Information which would in- 
jure the legitimate business of a com- 
petitor and destroy the incentive for 
Individual superiority and thrift. 


The bureau ban also made exhaustive 


examinations Into the legal condition 
under which corporate business Is car- 
ried on In the various states. Into all 
judicial decisions on the subject and 
Into tho various systems of corporate 
taxation In use. 1 call special attention 
to the report of the chief of the bureau, 
and I earnestly n*k that the congress 
carefully consider the report and rec- 
ommendations of the couimlHsloucr on 
this subject. 


The business of Insurance vitally nf- 


fects the great mass of the people of 
the United States and Is national and 
not local In Its application. It Involves 
& multitude of transactions among the 
people of the different Htntes and be- 
tween American companies and for- 
eign governments. I urge that the con- 
gress carefully consider whether tho 
power of the bureau of corporations 
cannot constitutionally be extended to 
cover Interstate transactions In Insur- 
ance. 


Ilrlmten. 


Above all else we must strive to keep 


the highways of commerce open to all 
on equal terms, and to do this It Is nec- 
essary to put a complete- stop to all re- 
bntes. Whether the shipper or the rall- 
roud Is to blame tn:il;es nu difference. 
The rebate must be stopped, tho abuses 
of the prU'ate car and private terminal 
track and side track systems must bo 
stopped, and the legislation of the Fif- 
ty-eighth congress which declares It to 
be unlawful for any person or corpora- 
tion to offer, grant, give, solicit, accept 
or^'recelvc any rebate, concession or 
discrimination In respect of the trans- 
portation of any property In Interstate 
or'foreign commerce whereby such 
property shall by any device whatever 
be transported at a I CHS rate than that 
mimed in tho tariffs published by the 
carrier must be enforced. While I am 
of the opinion that at present It would 
be undesirable If It were not Impracti- 
cable finally to clothe the Interstate 
commerce ccinmtHslon with general au- 
thority to flx railroad rates, I do be- 
lieve that as n fair security to ship- 
pers the commission should bo vested 
with the power where a given rate has 
been challenged and after full hearing 
found to be unreasonable to decide, sub- 
ject to Judicial review, what shall be a

Steamship companies engaged In In- 


terstate commerce and protected lu our 
coastwise trade should be held to n 
strict observance of the Interstate com- 
merce act. 


[The president here discusses the 


city of Washington, making numerous 
recommendations looking to Its better 
government. 
He nsks that laws be 


passed preventing overcrowding lu the 
tenement districts, for the abolition of 
blind alleys and tho proper housing of 
the poor. He also recommends changes 
In the criminal code, and would have 
wife boaters corporally punished.] 


Irrlitutltiu. 


During the two and u half years that 


have elapsed since thu passage of the 
reclamation act rapid progress has 
been made In the surveys and exami- 
nations 'of tho opportunities for reclu 
illation In the thirteen states and three 
territories of the arid west. Construc- 
tion has already been begun on the lar- 
gest and most Important of thu Irriga- 
tion works, and plans nru being com- 
pleted for works which will utilize the 
funds now available. 


The forest policy of the government 


is Just now u subject of vivid public 
Interest throughout the west and to the 
people of the United States In general. 
The forest reserves themselves are of 
extreme value to thu present as well 
as to the future' welfare of all the 
western public laud states. They pow 
erf ul ly affect the use and disposal of 
the public lauds. 
They nro of spe- 


cial Importance because they pre- 
serve tho water supply and the supply 
of timber for domes tic purposes and HO 
promote settlement under tho reclama- 
tion act. Indeed they are essential to 
the welfare of every one of the great 
Interests of the west. 


I have repeatedly called attention to 


the confusion which exists In govern- 
ment forest matters because thu work 
Is scattered among three Independent 
organizations. As I have recommend- 
ed, nil the forest work of tho govern- 
ment should be concentrated In tho de- 
partment of . agriculture, where tho 
larger part of that work Is already 
done. ' The Canyon of the Colorado 
should be made a national park, and 
tho national park system should In- 
clude tho Yosemttc and as many as 
possible of the groves of giant trees In 
California. 


The veterans of the civil war have 


n claim upon the nation such as no 
other body of our citizens possess. The 
pension bureau has never In Its history 
been managed In a more satisfactory 
manner than Is now tho case. 


Cnimulttr ServliU". . 


Our consular system needs Improve- 


ment. Salaries should be substituted 
for fees, ami the proper classification, 
grading and transfer of consular of- 
ficers should be provided. 
I am not 


prepared to say that a competitive sys- 
tem of examinations for appointment 
would work well, but by law It should 
be provided that consuls should be 
familiar, according to places for which 
they apply, with the French, German 
or .Spanish language and should pos- 
sess acquaintance with the resources of 
the United States. 


It Is desirable to enact a proper na- 


tional quarantine law. 


1 call your attention to tho great 


extravagancu In printing and binding 
government publications and especially 
to' the fact that altogether too many of 
the.se publications nro printed. 


Cnrrcniry. 


The attention of the congress should 


lie especially given to the currency 
question and that the standing commit- 
tees on the matter In the two houses 
charged with the duty take up thu mut- 
ter of our currency and see whether It 
Is not possible to secure an agreement 
In thu business world for bettering the 
system. 
The committees should con- 


sider tho question of the retirement of 
the greenbacks and the problem of se- 
curing In our currency such elasticity 
as Is consistent with safety. 
Every 


Hllver dollar should be made by law re- 
deemable In gold at thu option of the 
holder. 


Mrrrhnnt Mnrlni*. 


I especially commend to your Immedi- 


ate attention tho encouragement of our 
merchant marine by appropriate legis- 
lation. 


The growing Importance of the orient 


ns a Held for American exjxirts drew 
from my prtdecfwsor, President Me- 
Klnley, an urgent request for Its spe- 
cial consideration by the congress. 


Tho Importance of securing proper 


Information and data with a view to 
the enlargement of our trade with Asia 
Is undimlnlshed. Our consular repre- 
sentatives 
In China have strongly 


urged n place for permanent display of 
American products In Home prominent 
trade center of that empire, under gov- 
ernment control and niaiiirgumont, as 
an. effective means of advancing our 
export trade therein. I call the atten- 
tion of tho congress to tho desirability 
of carrying out these suggestions. 


Iniinlftrntlnii nnil \iitnrnllzntlon. 
In dealing with thu questions of Im- 


migration and naturalization It Is In- 
dispensable to keep certain facts ever 
before the minds of those who share 
In enacting the laws. First and fore- 
most, let us remember that the ques- 
tion of being n good American has 
nothing whatever to do with n man's 
birthplace any more than It has to do 
with his creed. 
In every generation 


from the time this government was 
founded men of foreign birth have 
stood In the very foremost rank of 
good citizenship, and that not merely 
In ono but In every Held of American 
activity. 


There Is no danger of having too 


many Immigrants of the right kind, 
but the citizenship of this country 
should not bo debased. It Is vital that 
we should keep high the standard of 
well being among our wageworkcrs, 
and therefore we should not admit 
masses of men whoso standards of liv- 
ing and whose personal customs and 
habits are such that they tend to lower 
the level of tho American wageworker, 
and above all we should not admit any 
man of an unworthy type. Similarly 
wc..tihouh.i,,taUo the Krai teat wire ubgut 


ifloiir Fraudulent naturaliza- 


tion, thu naturalization of improper 
persons. Is a ourso to our government, 
and It Is. the affair of every honest 
voter, wherever born, to BOO that no 
fraudulent voting Is allowed, that no 
fraud In connection with naturaliza- 
tion Is permitted. 


It<>vl«ti>n of Naturalisation Lnnm. 
Then; should bo n comprehensive re- 


vision of the naturalization laws. The 
courts having power to naturalize 
should bo dellnitely named by national 
authority, thu testimony upon which 
naturalization may bo conferred should 
be dellnitely prescribed, publication of 
Impending naturalization applications 
should bo required In advance.of their 
hearing lu court, tho form and word- 
Ing of all certlllcates Issued should bo 
uniform throughout tho country, and 
the courts Hhould.be required to make 
returns to the secretary of state at 
stated periods of all naturalizations 
conferred. 


Not only are the laws relating to 


naturalization now defective, but those 
relating to citizenship of the United 
States ought also to be made the sub- 
ject of scientific Inquiry with a view to 
probable, further legislation. Thu pow- 
er of the government to protect the In- 
tegrity of the elections of Its own offi- 
cials Is Inherent and has been recog- 
nized and affirmed by repeated dec- 
larations of the supreme court There 
Is no enemy of free government more 
dangerous and none HO Insidious as 
thu corruption of the, electorate. I rec- 
ommend the enactment of a law direct- 
ed against bribery and corruption In 
federal elections. 


Drlnr* In Criminal Proneeatlon*. 
No subject Is better worthy the'at- 


teutloi) of the congress Umn' that por- 
tion of the report of the attorney gen- 
eral dealing with the long delays and 
tho great obstruction to Justice experi- 
enced In thu cases of Beavers, Green 
and Onynor and -Henson. Were these 
Isolated and special eases I should .not 
call your attention to them, but the dif- 
ficulties encountered as regards these 
men who have been Indicted for crimi- 
nal practices nre not exceptional. They 
arc precisely similar In kind to what 
occurs again and again in the case of 
criminals who have snlllclent means to 
enable them to take advantage of a 
system of procedure which has grown 
up In the federal courts and which 
amounts In effect to making tho law 
fiasy of enforcement against tho man 
who has no money and difficult of en- 
forcement, even to the point of some- 
times securing immunity, ns regards 
the man who has money. At present 
the interests of the Innocent man nre 
amply safeguarded, hut tflu Interests of 
the government—that Is, tho Interests 
of honest administration; that Is, tho 
Interests of the. people—are. not recog- 
nized as they should bo.

Foreign I'nllcy. 


The steady aim of this nation, ns of 


all enlightened nations, should bo to 
strive to bring over nearer tho day 
when them shall prevail throughout 
the world tho peacu of Justice, but 
there aru kinds of peuco which aru 
highly undesirable, which aru In thu 
long run as destructive as any war. 
Thu goal to set beforo us us a nation, 
the goal which should bo Ret before all 
mankind, Is tho attainment of thu 
peace of justice, of the peace which 
comes when each nation Is not merely 
safeguarded In Its own rights, but 
scrupulously recognizes and performs 
Its duty toward others. 
Generally 


peace teljs for righteousness, but If 
there Is conflict between tho two then 
our fealty Is due tlrst to the cause of 
righteousness. Unrighteous wars are 
common and unrighteous peace Is rare, 
but both should bo shunned. 
The 


right of freedom and tho responsibility 
for tho exorcise of that right cannot be 
divorced. One of our groat poets has 
well and finely said that freedom Is not. 
a gift that tarries long In the hands of 
cowards. Neither does It tarry lung In 
the hands of thoso too slothful, too ills- 
honest or ton unintelligent to exercise 
It, The eternal vigilance which Is the 
price of liberty must be exercised 
sometimes to guard against outside 
foes, although, of course, far more of- 
ten to guard against our own selllsh or 
thoughtless shortcoming*. 


It Is our duty to remember that a na- 


tion has no more right to do Injustice 
to another nation, strong or weak, than 
an Individual has to do Injustice to an- 
other individual; that the same moral 
law applies In one case as In tho other. 
But wo must nlso remember that It Is 
ns much the duty of the nation to 
guard Its own rights and Its own Inter- 
ests a« It Is the duty of tho Individual 
so to do. Until some method Is devised 
by which there shall bo a degree of In- 
ternational control over offending na- 
tions It would he A wicked thing for 
the most civilized powers, for those 
with most House of International obli- 
gations and with keenest and most geu- 
erous appreciation of the difference be- 
tween right and wrong, to disarm. If 
the great civilized nations or thu pres- 
ent day should completely disarm, thu 
result would mean an immediate re- 
crudescence of barbarism In otio form 
or another. Under any circumstances n 
sufficient arnmimnit would have to be 
kept up to serve the purposes of Inter- 
national police, and until International 
cohesion and tho sense of International 
duties and rights are far moro ad- 
vanced than at present a nation desir- 
ous both of securing respect for Itself 
and of doing good to others must have 
a force adequate for tho work which It 
feels Is allotted to It as Its part of tho 
general world duty. Therefore It fol- 
lows that a self respecting, just and 
fai-seclng nation should on the ono 
hand endeavor by every means to aid 
In the development of tho various 
movements which tend to provide sub- 
stitutes for war, which tend to render 
nations In their actions toward one an- 
other and Indeed toward their own 
peoples more responsive to tho general 
sentiment of humane and civilized 
mankind, and, on .tUu.otVur Uaud, thuti 


It should keep prepared, while" scrupu- 
lously avoiding wrongdoing Itself, to 
repel any wrong and In exceptional 
cases to take action which In a more 
advanced stage of International rela- 
tions would come under tho head of 
the c-xerclso of the international police. 


Arbitration TrvutK-i. 


We are In every way endeavoring to 


help on, with cordial good will, every 
movement which will tend to bring us 
Into more friendly relations with tho 
rest of mankind. In pursuance of this 
policy I shall shortly lay before the sen- 
ate treaties of arbitration with all pow- 
ers which are willing to enter Into these 
treaties with us. It is nut possible at 
this period of tlie world's development 
to agree to arbitrate all matters, but 
there are many matters of possible 
difference between us and other na- 
tions which can bo thus arbitrated. 
Furthermore, at the request of tho In- 
terparliamentary union, an eminent 
body composed of practical statesmen 
from nil countries, I'luivu asked the 
powers to Join with this government 
In a second Hague conference, at which 
It Is hoped that thu wurk already so 
happily begun at Thu Hague may bo 
carried 
Homo steps further toward 


completion: This carries out thu de- 
sire expressed by the llrst Hague con- 
ference Itself.

feels any land- hunger or entertains 
any projects as regards the other na- 
tions of the western hemisphere save 
such as are for their welfare.

Any country whose people 
conduct themselves well can count upon 
our hearty friendship. 
If a nation 


shows that It" knows how to act with 
reasonable efficiency and decency In HO- 
clul and political matters. If it keeps 
order and pays Its obligations. It need 
fear no Interference from the United 
Suites. Chronic wrongdoing or an Im- 
potence which results In a general loos- 
ening of tho ties of elvlll/.ed society 
may In America, ns elsewhere, ulti- 
mately require Intervention by some 
civilized nation, and In the western 
hemisphere the adherence of the Unit- 
oil States to the Monroe doctrine may 
forco the United States, however re- 
luctantly, Iti flagrant cases of such 
wrongdoing or Impotence, to tho exer- 
cise of an International police power. 
Itlirlitn of American Citl*enn Abroad* 


It is necessaryforusflrmlytolnslst up- 


on tho rights of our own citizens abroad 
without regard to their creed or race; 
without regard to whether they wore 
born here or born abroad.

proved very difficult to secure from 
Russia thu right, for our Jewish fellow 
citizen to receivu passports and travel 
through Russian territory. 
It Is a 


wrong against which wo arc entitled to 
protest to refuse him his passport 
without regard to his conduct and char- 
acter, merely on racial and religious 
grounds. 


TUB .\nvj-. 


The strong arm of the government 


In enforcing respect for Its just rights 
In International matters Is the navy of 
tho United States. I most earnestly 
recommend that there be no halt In thu 
work of upbuilding tho American -navy. 
We have undertaken to build the Isth- 
mian canal. 
We have undertaken to 


secure for ourselves our Just nharo In 
the 'trade of the. orient. 
We have un- 


dertaken to protect our. citizens from 
Improper treatment In foreign lands. 
We continue steadily to Insist on the 
application of the Monroe doctrine to 
the western hemisphere. Unless our 
attitude In those and all similar mat- 
ters Is to be a mere boastful sham we 
cannot afford to abandon our naval 
programme. Our voice Is now potent 
for poaco mid Is so potent because we 
are not afraid of war. 
Hut our prot- 


estations upon behalf of poaco would 
neither receive nor deserve the slight- 
est attention If we were Impotent to 
make them good. 


Thr Army. 


Within tho last throe years tho Unit- 


ed States has set nn example In dis- 
armament where disarmament was 
proper. Ily law our army Is fixed at 
n maximum of J00.(>00 and a minimum 
of OO.fMX) men. When there was Insur- 
rection In the Philippines wu kept thu 
army at the maximum. Peace came In 
the Philippines, and now our army 
has been reduced to the minimum at 
which It is possible to keep It with duo 
regard to Its efficiency. We should he 
able. In tho event of some sudden 
emergency, to put Into the field one 
first class army corps, which should be, 
ns n. whole, at least tho equal of any 
body of troops of like 'number belong- 
ing to any other nation. 


Great progress has boon made In pro. 


toctlng our coasts by pdoquato fortifi- 
cations with 
sufficient 
guns. 
Wo 


should, however, pay much moro heed 
than at present to the development of 
an extensive system of floating mines 
for use In all our moro Important har- 
bors. These mines have been proved 
to be a most formidable safeguard 
against hostile fleets. 


The Philippine*. 


In the Philippine Islands there has 


been during tho past year a continua- 
tion of tho steady progress which' has 
obtained ever since our troops definite- 
ly got tho upper hand of tho Insur: 
Rente. Tho Philippine people, or, to 
speak 
more accurately, tho many 


tribes and even races sundered from 
one another moro or less sharply who 
go to make up the people of tho Philip- 
pine Islands, contain many elements: 
of good, and some elements which we 
have n right to hope stand for prog- 
ress. At present they are utterly In- 
capable of existing In Independence at 
nil or of building tip a civilization of 
their own. . I firmly believe that we 
can help them to rlso higher and high- 
er In the scale of civilization and of 
capacity for self government, and I 
most earnestly hope that In tho end 
they will bo able to stand. If not en- 
tirely alone, yet In nome such relation 
to the United States as Cuba now 
stands. This end Is not yet In sight, 
and It may be Indefinitely postponed 
If our people are foolish enough to turn 
the attention of the Filipinos away 
from .the Jirobleins of. i'^hl«vlrjB .moral

nnil •rriafeflar prosperity,' ~o7~w6fkInR 
for n Rtablo, orderly and just govern- 
ment, nnd toward foolish and danger- 
ous Intrigues for n complete Independ- 
ence for which they are as yet totally 
unlit. 


On the other hand, our pcoplo must 


keep steadily before their minds tho 
fact that the justification for our stay 
In thu Philippines must ultimately rest 
chiefly upon thu good wu nre able to 
do In the Islands. I do not overlook 
the fact that in the development of our 
Interest!! in the Pacific ocean and 
along Its coasts the Philippines have 
played and will piny an important part 
and that our interests have been serv- 
ed In more than ono way by the pos 
session of tho Islands, nut our chief 
reason for continuing to hold them 
must be that'we ought In good faith 
to try to do our share of the world's 
work, and this particular piece of work 
has been Imposed upon us by the re 
suits of thu war with Spain. We nre 
endeavoring to develop tho natives 
themselves so that they shall take nn 
ever increasing share In their own gov- 
ernment, nnd, ns far an Is prudent, wo 
are already admitting their representa- 
tives to a governmental equality with 
our own. There nro commissioners, 
judges nnd governors In tho Islands 
who arc Filipinos and who have exact- 
ly the name share In thu government 
of the Islands as have their colleagues 
who 'arc Americans, while In thu lowor 
ranks, of course, the great majority of 
tho public servants are Filipinos. 
Within two yeilrs we shall bo. try Ing 
the experiment of an elective lower 
house In tho Philippine legislature. If 
tho Filipinos act with wisdom and self 
restraint. If they show that they nro 
capable of electing n legislature which 
In Its turn Is capable, of taking a mmo 
and efficient part In the actual work of 
government, they can rest assured that 
n full and Increasing measure of rec- 
ognition will |H> given them. 


Every measure taken concerning the 


Islands should bo taken primarily with 
a vlo\v to their advaiitiu-e. We should 
certainly give them InSer tariff rates 
on their exports to the United States. 
If this Is not done It will be a wrong 
to extend our shipping laws to them. 
I earnestly hope for tho Immediate 
enactment Into law of the legislation 
now pending to encourage American 
capital to wok Investment In tho Is- 
lands In railroads. In factories. In pi in- 
tntiona am' In luinberlnir and mining.

This 
fellow always sees to It that the ran ell- 
date's pictures represent him as a plain, 
farmerlllte sort of chap, with no non- 
sense about his hair or whiskers, no 
Jewelry, a cheap, 111-flttln' black suit, 
and knees In his.pants.

Ullilculty of painting a ship on lire when 
one has never seen the reality. This 
onco happened to an artist who had 
been commissioned to paint four pic- 
tures of the sea fight between Russia 
and Turkey. The patron who had or- 
dered the pictures was Count Alexy 
Orlotf, and they were to commemorate 
the victories of the vessels under his 
command. AH tho artist had never seen 
a litilji on fire he feared that he might 
not do justice to the subject. When he 
told' his misgivings to tlie count the 
difficulty was soon remedied. 
The 


count gave orders that a 74-Kun ship 
should ho set on fire, and as thu Ilanms 
devoured 'the ahlp tho artist quickly 
transferred the Bcene to the canvas. 


MclsHonler was thu most conscien- 


tious man In his work and sparnl no 
expense or time to get the desired «ITect. 
This accounts for the terrible realisms 
to be Keen In his canvases. When paint- 
ing tlie plctur% "Napoleon in 1814" ho 
needed a model of the snowy roads. On 
a large woddon tray he modeled from 
clay the Hcene he wished lo paint. The 
ruts and horses' hoofprlnts were care- 
fully formed, and .the whole sprinkled 
with salt to give the snowy roads tho 
brilliancy which shuwa so well In the 
finished

laughed heartily at the model. "Why 
didn't you go to Russia and paint from 
nature?" he questioned. "There you 
could have seen the BIIOW, ruts and 
horses' hoofs Just as you have repre- 
sented them."

These natural mud 
splashlnys were thru transferred to the 
canvas bv ttn> urtlxt'u tim.sji.
